In  planning  and  performing  our' audit  of  the  Town  of  Barnstead,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31 ,  2001 ,  we  considered  the 
Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our 
auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended 
to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not  be 
relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our 
attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation 
of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely 
affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report 
financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the 
financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in 
which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that 
errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to 
the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected 
within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing 
their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control 
structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal 
control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and, 
accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  conditions 
that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined  above.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statement 
of  the  Town  of  Barnstead  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31 , 
2001.  As  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general-purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  management.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general-purpose 
financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  general  auditing  standards 
accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  Those  standards  require 
that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial 
statement  presentation.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  2001  has  been  a  year  of  both  change  and  challenge.  In 
March,  Bill  Gosse  stepped  down  from  the  position  of  Selectman.  It 
will  take  several  years  for  the  remaining  selectmen  to  attain  the 
knowledge  and  historical  perspective  that  Bill  had  achieved.  Mike 
Akstin  was  elected  to  fill  the  position.  Mike  brings  a  knowledge  of 
fire  fighting  that  is  very  useful,  particularly  at  budget  time. 

The  Town  is  in  very  good  financial  shape.  The  tax  rate  dropped  for 
the  third  consecutive  year,  and  is  now  at  $33.57.  This  can  be  traced 
to  an  increase  in  the  revenues  and  a  sizable  surplus  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  town  wide  revaluation  will  be  complete  in  the  fall  of  2002.  Up 
to  this  point,  the  process  has  gained  the  Town  in  excess  of 
$7,CJb,000  in  new  assessed  valuation.  The  sad  part  of  the  process, 
is  that  Barnstead's  equalization  ratio  is  only  60%.  Simply  put,  the 
revaluation  is  long  overdue,  but  in  the  end  the  tax  rate  will  very  likely 
go  down  for  a  fourth  straight  year. 

The  operating  budget  for  this  year  has  increased.  The  2000  census 
has  shown  that  Barnstead's  population  is  3886.  We  are  one  of  the 
fastest  growing  communities  in  New  Hampshire  at  25%.  With  this 
much  growth,  additional  services  must  be  provided.  The  only  way  to 
provide  those  services  is  with  increased  personnel. 

The  selectmen  have  proposed  a  budget  which  is  reasonable  and 
defensible,  but  there  are  increases  in  every  department  which  are 
related  to  the  need  to  increase  personnel.

The  events  of  this  year  have  certainly  changed  the  lives  of  everyone  in 
our  country  and  the  members  of  Barnstead  Fire-Rescue  express  to 
those  whose  lives  were  affected  by  September  1 1 ,  2001  our  thoughts 
and  prayers  for  those  that  lost  their  lives.  We  also  are  committed  to 
supporting  the  men  and  women  in  service  to  our  country  during  this 
current  situation  to  stop  the  threat  of  terrorism. 

Preparedness  for  the  threat  of  terrorism  from  biological,  chemical  and 
other  weapons  of  mass  destruction  have  been  the  focus  of  much 
training  over  the  last  five  years.  Members  of  Barnstead  Fire-Rescue 
have  attended  these  training  programs  not  fully  expecting  to  see  events 
like  those  that  occurred  on  September  11,  2001  and  the  need  for 
response  like  what  happened  because  of  the  terrorist  attacks  on  the 
United  States.  These  events  have  created  an  awareness  of  the  critical 
role  that  volunteers  provide  in  the  emergency  services.  The  Town  of 
Barnstead  is  fortunate  to  have  a  very  dedicated  group  of  citizens  who 
provide  these  critical  services  and  devote  the  countless  hours  to 
training  and  responding  to  the  call  for  help  no  matter  what  they  are 
doing. 

Barnstead  Fire-Rescue  continues  to  strongly  support  the  children  of 
Barnstead  through  the  use  of  our  Kid's  Safety  Trailer  and  we  were 
again  recognized  for  our  13'^  Gold  Circle  Partnership  Achievement 
Award  with  the  Barnstead  Elementary  School.  We  have  sponsored 
several  meetings  with  the  Town's  around  us  attended  by  Selectmen 
and  Fire  Chiefs  to  discuss  opportunities  to  provide  better  service 
through  working  together. 

The  Town  continues  to  see  rapid  growth,  which  places  additional 
request  for  Emergency  Services.  Planning  to  provide  the  most 
appropriate  solution  to  our  needs  is  critical  and  the  Capital 
Improvement  Committee  has  worked  to  assist  in  this  process.  The 
planning  for  a  new  Public  Safety  Complex  (Police,  Fire,  and  EMS), 
which  would  provide  a  centralized  facility  to  better  serve  the  Town, 
should  be  starting  now.

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REPORT  OF  BARNSTEAD  ROAD  AGENT 
2001 

Each  year  the  Highway  Depariment  strives  to  make 
improvements  on  our  roads  that  will  make  driving  sater  and  more 
enjoyable.  A  recent  survey  shows  that  we  maintain  89.77  miles  of 
road. 

Varney  Road,  Phase  II  -  from  Rogers  Road  to  North  Barnstead 
Road  was  completed.   Work  included  replacement  ot  all  road  culverts, 
and    most    driveway    culverts    improving    drainage.      The    road    was 
widened  where  necessary,  gravel  was  added  and  slopes  reseeded. 
Peacham  Road  drainage  was  improved  in  preparation  tor  pavement. 

Paving  Projects  tor  this  year  include  Peacham,  Pitman,  Gray  and 
a  section  of  North  Barnstead  Road  ending  at  Rand  Road.  Province 
Road  (RT  28  to  107),  North  Barnstead  (Bloody  Rise),  Vail  Road  (at 
Colbath  intersection),  and  Shaw  Road  were  widened,  gravel  was 
added,  and  drainage  was  improved. 

We  took  delivery  ot  our  2001  International  10  wneel  dump 
truck  on  November  21 .  This  Truck  carne  fully  equipped  with  a  1 4-yard 
dump  and  flow  body,  an  1  1 '  quick  switch  plow  and  10'  wing.  Many 
years  of  service  are  expected  from  this  fine  addition  to  our  fleet. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Barnstead  for  your 
support  as  we  continue  to  upgrade  our  road  system  and  improve  our 
equipment.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

2001 

Another  booming  year  at  the  Library!  As  we  settled  into  our 
new  surroundings,  many  patrons  found  their  way  to  the  new  entrances 
and  the  new  building.  We  are  so  very  pleased  to  receive  the  positive 
comments  on  a  daily  basis  from  those  who  have  been  here  many  times 
before  and  from  all  the  new  patrons.  It  seems  as  if  the  much  larger, 
expansive  building  has  added  to  the  interest  of  patrons  who  have  never 
been  in  the  library  before  and  they  are  now  coming  in  to  find  a 
wonderful  building  with  lots  to  offer. 

This  year  we  were  able  to  pick  up  our  Wednesday  morning 
Story  Hours  under  the  direction  of  Dawn  McCarthy  and  several 
volunteers.  Record  numbers  of  little  people  came  to  hear  a  story  or 
two,  make  a  craft,  visit  with  friends  and  enjoy  a  snack. 

The  summer  reading  program  sailed  along  on  an  ocean  theme 
with  35  children  choosing  treasures  from  a  treasure  chest  and  adding 
a  total  of  almost  500  books  to  their  reading  chart  list. 

The  new  meeting  room  has  been  EXTREMELY  busy.  We  have 
had  several  new  groups  sign  up  for  usage  and  have  quite  a  schedule  of 
different  events  happening  in  the  room.  There  is  seating  for  50  and  a 
small  kitchenette,  a  new  podium,  screen,  flip  chart  easel,  and  heavy 
duty  tables  and  chairs  for  use  by  groups  presenting  programs. 

The  Karl  Burt  Memorial  Computer  center  now  has  three  patron 
computers  with  Internet  access.  We  were  able  to  convert  over  to  cable 
hookup  this  year  which  allows  the  patrons  and  staff  extremely  fast 
internet  access.  The  computers  have  been  used  constantly  by  school 
age  children  and  many  adults.  We  now  have  1  78  families  signed  up  for 
the  public  access  computers  and  have  recorded  just  under  500  hours 
of  use. 

As  we  now  have  the  space,  we  were  able  to  hold  two  different 
art  shows.  Jane  Paul  and  Joanne  Balcom,  both  local  residents, 
delighted  onlookers  with  displays  of  their  talents.  We  look  forward  to 
many  more  exhibits  in  the  library. 
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A  volunteer  group  arrived  at  the  library  in  the  Fall  to  help  with 
the  landscaping  of  the  property  along  with  the  efforts  of  Ken  &  Sandy 
Burt  from  Neva  Dunn  Farm.  Lilacs,  rhododendrons,  holly  bushes,  a 
magnolia  and  a  beautiful  spruce,  along  with  several  other  perennials, 
now  adorn  the  grounds.  A  beautiful  courtyard  of  inlaid  stones  greets 
the  public  as  they  enter  the  main  door.  Benches  will  soon  add  to  the 
pleasure  of  sitting  outside  the  library  on  a  sunny  day. 

We  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  from  the  Libri  Foundation 
and  will  soon  be  receiving  approximately  50  new  children's  books. 
Many  patrons,  now  realizing  that  we  have  space,  have  donated  books, 
audios,  and  vidoes.  Along  with  our  regular  budget  we  are  constantly 
working  to  add  to  the  holdings  of  the  library. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  held  a  meeting  in  the  fall.  It  was  the 
first  meeting  since  the  library  addition  and  we  were  pleased  to  see 
some  new  faces  along  with  some  longtime  members.  The  Friends 
helped  with  a  library  book  sale,  the  Thanksgiving  pie  sale  and  with 
decorating  at  Christmas.  There  will  be  another  Friends  meeting  in 
February  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  people  will  attend  and  join  in 
supporting  the  library. 

Bonnie  Brannigan  continues  to  serve  as  Assistant  Librarian  and 
we  are  grateful  every  day  for  her  excellence  and  hard  work.  Due  to 
increased  hours  and  circulation  statistics  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided 
to  hire  a  part-time  library  aide  for  20  hours  each  week.  This  position 
has  been  long  desired  by  the  Trustees,  but  was  deferred  until  all 
building  renovation  needs  were  met.  I  continue  in  my  18'^  year  as 
Library  Director  and  still  find  each  and  every  day  a  new  challenge  and 
hope  to  continue  the  high  expectations  set  for  Oscar  Foss  Memorial 
Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 

Barnstead  experienced  unprecedented  new  building  growth  in  the  year 
2001  with  136  new  single  and  two  family  home  building  permits. 
Revenue  increased  from  $9,890.00  in  2000  to  $16,040.00  in  2001. 
Barnstead  continues  to  be  among  the  top  ten  fastest  growing 
communities  in  the  State.  Building  permit  fees,  as  well  as  all  other 
building  and  trade  related  fees  remain  the  same  as  in  past  years  and 
continue  to  be  the  lowest  compared  to  all  the  surrounding 
communities.  Dramatic  growth  such  as  we  have  experienced  this  past 
year  and,  by  all  indicators,  we  will  again  experience  in  2002,  presents 
a  major  challenge  to  all  sectors  of  the  community.  During  the  course 
of  the  year,  1,385  inspections  were  conducted  by  the  building 
inspector.  New  Hampshire  State  Plumbing  Inspector  Roy  Pender  and 
State  Electrical  Inspector  Bill  Benard  also  conducted  regular  inspections 
throughout  the  community  for  code  compliance  and  proper  licenses. 

Barnstead  through  the  efforts  of  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board, 
has  renewed  its  commitment  to  follow  the  codes,  ordinances  and 
zoning  adopted  by  vote  at  Town  Meetings.  The  result  of  this 
commitment  will  soon  be  realized  by  recommendations  by  the 
Insurance  Auditors  to  upgrade  our  overall  property  insurance  rating 
from  the  worst  possible  rating  (received  initially  in  1997  and  again  in 
January  2001)  to  one  reflecting  the  improvements  made  in  code 
compliance.  Town  adopted  zoning  and  ordinance  administration.  Over 
the  years,  each  property  owner  will  benefit  from  this  improved  rating. 

The  Town  adopted  requirement  to  apply  for  arid  be  issued  a  building 
permit  prior  to  doing  any  type  of  building,  renovation,  remodeling, 
plumbing,  electrical  or  construction  continues  to  be  a  challenge. 
Although  there  are  exceptions  for  paying  permit  fees  based  upon  the 
structure  size  and/or  project  cost,  the  requirement  still  remains  that  a 
permit  must  be  in  place  prior  to  performing  any  type  of  work. 
Mechanical  permits  and  inspections  are  also  required  for  all  types  of 
new  or  modifications  of  heating  systems,  chimneys,  fireplaces,  vents 
and  solid  fuel  burning  appliances.  A  complete  information  packet  is 
available  at  the  Town  Office.

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BARNSTEAD  PLANNING  BOARD 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Several  years  have  passed  since  a  major  subdivision  application 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  approval.  During  this 
time  the  Board  has  approved  many  small  subdivisions  that  have  created 
around  30  lots  annually.  In  2001 ,  the  Board  approved  the  least  number 
of  lots  as  at  any  time  in  recent  history.  Only  10  lots  were  created  in 
Barnstead.  This  may  not  indicate  a  moderating  trend  for  housing 
demand,  but  a  reflection  of  the  backlog  of  existing  lots  in  town. 

A  number  of  businesses  were  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 
through  site  plan  approval.  Those  that  have  been  approved  and 
constructed  are  esthetically  appealing  and  reflect  a  positive  nature  to 
the  town,  but  do  not  nor  were  intended  to  increase  employment 
opportunities  for  residents.  Un.til  the  town  initiates  proactive  measures, 
we  will  probably  not  be  able  to  attract  the  type  of  industry  that  offers 
this  opportunity  or  increase  revenues  to  the  community. 

Last  year  the  town  approved  a  warrant  article  that  provided 
funds  to  revise  the  Master  Plan.  A  Master  Plan  Steering  Committee 
was  formed  under  the  direction  of  Peer  Kraft-Lund  to  address  the  future 
needs  and  vision  of  Barnstead.  Unlike  years  past,  when  the  town  had 
large  volunteer  participation,  a  small  but  dedicated  group  provided 
many  hours  of  work  to  produce  goals  and  objectives  for  elements  of 
the  town.  The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  was  retained  to 
provide  research  and  produce  a  comprehensive  document  consistent 
with  the  stated  goals  and  objectives.  A  completed  plan  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  some  time  in  the  spring  for 
consideration.  Once  the  plan  has  been  completed,  the  Committee  will 
begin  to  formulate  a  Capital  Improvements  Program  for  later 
submission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  focused  their  efforts  in  the  past  year 
on  management  of  existing  properties  under  the  control  of  the 
Commission,  as  well  as  responding  to  several  property  owners  who 
were  interested  in  donating  easements  or  property  to  the  Commission. 
The  biggest  project  currently  underway  is  the  development  of  a  forest 
management  plan  for  the  Harrison  Property  on  Upper  Suncook  Lake. 
The  Commission  is  working  with  a  licensed  forester  to  develop  a  plan 
that  will  ultimately  lead  to  improved  wildlife  habitat,  and  recreational 
opportunity,  while  emphasizing  other  values  at  the  property  including 
scenic  resources.  The  overall  goal  of  the  project  is  to  maximize  the 
site's  value  to  the  citizens  of  Barnstead  and  hopefully  generate 
sufficient  funds  from  a  timber  sale  to  develop  management  plans  at 
other  properties  managed  by  the  Commission.  As  the  plan  progresses, 
public  hearings  will  be  held  to  gather  public  input  on  any  proposed 
cutting  and  management  activities  before  they  occur. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  also  contributed  to  other  ongoing 
activities  in  the  community  including  the  Master  Plan  Update 
Committee,  as  well  as  the  recently  established  group,  Friends  of  the 
Suncook  River.  The  Friends  group  will  be  focusing  on  management 
issues  in  the  Suncook  River  watershed  and  should  be  of  great 
assistance  to  the  Community  and  the  Commission. 

New  members  to  the  commission  include  Richard  Bickford  who  has 
joined  as  an  alternate.  Anyone  in  the  community  who  is  interested  in 
contributing  their  energies  and  abilities  to  the  Commission  is  encouraged 
to  join  us.  We  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m. 
in  the  Town  Hall.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and  coordinate  to 
reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist 
you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find 
out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire 
permits  are  mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the  ground  where 
the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  the  surrounding  areas)  is  completely 
covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law 
and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs.  Open  burning  is 
a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest 
resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly  burned  and 
extinguished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wildland  fires  in  2001 .  Most  of 
the  fires  were  human  caused.  Due  to  dry  conditions  fires  spread 
quickly  impacting  more  than  20  structures.  Homeowners  can  help 
protect  their  homes  by  maintaining  adequate  green  space  around  the 
house  and  make  sure  that  the  house  number  is  correct  and  visible.

A  Message  from  the  District  Committee 


The  Committee  has  avoided  increasing  taxes  for  the  upcoming 
year,  2002.  Having  said  this,  an  explanation  is  required,  as  payments 
by  the  towns  have  changed.  The  District  agreement  between  the  four 
towns  requires  that  taxes  be  apportioned  between  the  towns  based  on 
population.  During  2000,  the  Federal  Government  conducted  a  census, 
with  the  results  becoming  available  in  mid  2001 .  The  Districts's  2002 
budget  was  the  first  year  to  apply  the  new  population  figures.  The 
table  below  contains  the  relevant  trivia  as  to  the  population  growth  of 
each  of  the  four  towns,  and  its  impact  on  the  share  of  District  taxes 
each  town  pays.

2001  was  a  challenging  year  on  the  revenue  side  of  the  budget. 
While  the  Committee  expected  some  lowering  of  prices  paid  for 
recyclables,  the  drop  was  extreme  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to 
the  end.    2002  recycling  revenues  don't  look  much  better. 

While  lower  revenues  would  normally  require  adjustments  to 
taxes  or  expenditures  for  2002,  a  couple  of  benefits  have  accrued  to 
the  District  which  avoid  the  necessity  for  any  net  changes.    First,  the 
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Committee's  capitol  improvement  plan,  coupled  with  the  new  building, 
has  finally  reduced  maintenance  expenditures  to  a  manageable  level. 
In  addition,  the  public  has  improved  their  separation  efforts,  which  has 
held  down  disposal  costs.  Installation  of  scales  has  proven  a  much 
more  accurate  and  fair  way  of  charging  for  demolition  as  reflected  by 
many  positive  comments  and  an  increase  in  disposal  revenue. 

Comments  from  the  public  are  always  welcome.  The  District 
Committee  meets  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month  and  the  District 
facility  at  7:00  p.m.    The  Public  is  welcome.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

The  NH  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  has 
provided  some  important  information  about  West  Nile  virus  which  we 
would  like  to  pass  on  to  you.  This  virus  is  found  in  the  bird  population, 
but  can  spread  to  people  by  certain  mosquitoes.  If  illness  occurs,  it 
happens  within  five  to  fifteen  days  after  being  bitten  by  an  infected 
mosquito.  The  elderly  seem  to  be  more  susceptible  to  this  virus.  The 
symptoms  include:  the  rapid  onset  of  a  severe  headache,  high  fever, 
stiff  neck,  loss  of  consciousness,  and  muscle  weakness. 

What  you  can  do  to  prevent  West  Nile  virus: 

1 .  Eliminate  standing  water  and  locations  where  mosquitoes 
breed. 

A.  Remove  old  tires 

B.  Dispose  of  plastic  containers,  cans,  and  pots 

C.  Make  sure  roof  gutters  are  clean  and  draining 

D.  Clean  and  chlorinate  swimming  pools 

E.  Drain  water  from  pool  covers 

F.  Turn  over  wheelbarrows,  plastic  wading  pools,  and 
change  water  in  bird  baths  at  least  twice  weekly 

2.  Be  aware  of  where  mosquitoes  live  and  breed,  and  keep 
them  from  entering  your  home.    The  adult  house 
mosquito  is  most  commonly  associated  with  West  Nile. 
Repair  or  replace  all  screens  in  your  home  which  are  torn. 

3.  Protect  yourself  from  mosquito  bites,  consider  the  use  of 
insect  repellant  containing  DEET.    Use  DEET  according  to 
the  manufacturer's  instructions.

YEAR  2001  -  2002 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  study  committee,  both  current 
and  past.  All  have  spent  many  hours  learning  about  Biosolids, 
discussing  the  facts,  and  separating  fiction  from  the  data  collected  and 
presented. 

In  the  three  years  we  have  worked  on  this  project,  we  have  listened 
and  questioned  presenters  from  divergent  points  of  view:  those  that 
favored  the  use  of  Biosolids,  and  those  that  were  opposed  to  its  use  in 
any  form. 

This  year  we  met  twice  a  week  in  an  effort  to  conclude  the  assigned 
work,  in  order  to  come  up  with  a  proposed  ordinance  for  the  town's 
vote.    All  meetings  have  been  open  to  the  public. 

As  a  result  of  this  effort,  an  ordinance  was  developed  to  allow  only  the 
use  of  Biosolids  that  have  been  fully  composted,  and  sold  in  bags  of 
various  sizes,  at  garden  and  hardware  stores.* 

Septage  will  be  allowed  to  be  land-spread,  as  long  as  the  material  is 
generated  within  the  Town  of  Barnstead.  The  Planning  Board  will 
review  the  proposed  application,  issue  a  special  use  permit,  and  allow 
land-spreading  in  accordance  with  Env-Ws  1600  rules.
